1. Claims 21-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 21 , 31 , 39, the applicants have presented a persuasive 
argument that the cited prior arts of record fail to disclose a method for reducing the 
thickness of an entire semiconductor chip or die comprises the step of attaching 
permanently at least a part of a first surface of the entire semiconductor chip or die to a 
carrier that is physically separate from the entire semiconductor chip or die according to 
a configuration of lead-on chip packaging. The closest cited prior art of Kiyono (US 
5,532,189) discloses the step of attaching a part of a first surface of the semiconductor 
unit to a carrier 2 in a configuration of lead-on chip packaging, the carrier 2 is not 
physically separate from the semiconductor unit (fig. 2; fig. 3)
